I beg  to  submit  my  Report  from  the  ^st  January 
tc  31st  December  ,1333  ( iJ^slusive)  , in  acocrdanoe  vdth  Article  19(12)  ..f  the 
Sanitary  Officers  Order, 1922. 

It  is  bec'.ming;  increasingly  difficult  to  keep 
all  the  services  running  smoothly  v'ith  the  staff  at  uj  disposal.  The  Council 
ncT7  have  nearly  200  houses, the  upkeep  of  vjhich  is  the  responsibility  of  this 
departirent  by  direct  labour.  In  addition  a good  deal  of  tirx  is  taken  up  by 
the  maintenance  of  water  and  sewerage  works  all  of  which  are  widely  separated 
and  entails  long  journeys  firom  the  main  depot  at  Dulvcrton. 

The  number  c-f  -workmen  cmiDlcyed, including  thv.se 
cn  refuse  collection  and  incineration  is  this  number  time  off  for  sickness 

or  holidays  hc.s  to  bo  taken  into  account. 

Prom  observations  made  in  the  course  of  housii-g 
inspections  a large  number  of  properties  are  in  need  of  repair. In  the  case  of 
cottage  properties  with  a restricted  rent  it  is  doubtful  if  many  c\-.ners  ere  in  a 
position  to  pay  for  these  ewdng  to  the  present  day  high  cost  of  labour  and 
maker  ials,  A return  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act  or  something  similair  vjould 
help  considerably  .in  this  respect  and  relieve  local  authorities  from  the  heavy 
burden  of  new  building.
